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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is responsive to amendments filed 07/08/2009. Claims 4 
and 9 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 5-8, and 10 have been amended, and new claim 
12 has been added. Claims 1-3, 5-8, and 10-12 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-8, and 10-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

US Patent No. 7,324,093 to Gettemy et al. (Gettemy) discloses an apparatus for 
effecting at least one of display and input (Gettemy Fig. 4, display panel 500, touch 
sensor 501 ), comprising: a flexible sheet-like member for effecting at least one of 
display and input (Gettemy Fig. 4, display panel 500, touch sensor 501), and a rigidity 
adjusting means for changing at least partially a rigidity of said flexible sheet-like 
member (Gettemy Fig. 4, support shelf 502; column 10 lines 30-32), wherein said sheet- 
like member comprises an input portion and a display portion which substantially 
overlap each other to provide a unit when viewed from a direction of a user's line of 
sight (Gettemy Fig. 3C, 4); wherein said apparatus is at least an apparatus for effecting 
display, and said rigidity adjusting member also functions as a base portion of drive 
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means for driving said apparatus (Gettemy Fig. 4; Display Panel 55 and Flexible Touch 
Surface 501 supported by base portion 502). 

US PG Publication 2006/0157659 to MacGregor et al (MacGregor) discloses 
rigidity adjusting means comprises a control portion (MacGregor page 6 paragraph 56), 
and rigidity adjusting member being formed of a variable-rigidity material (MacGregor 
page 2 paragraph 25; Shape Memory Alloy material); wherein said apparatus further 
comprising means for controlling timing of ensuring and/or losing rigidity necessary for 
the apparatus (MacGregor page 3 paragraph 28). 

As to claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an apparatus for 
effecting one of display and input comprising: a flexible sheet-like member for effecting 
at least one of display and input, and a rigidity adjusting means for changing at least 
partially a rigidity of said flexible sheet-like member, and first detection means for 
detecting that said sheet-like member is not placed on a surface having a certain 
degree of rigidity, wherein said rigidity adjusting means is not controlled to ensure 
rigidity necessary for said sheet-like member unless, at least, said first detection means 
detects that said sheet-like member is not placed on a surface having the certain 
degree of rigidity.
